NEW YORK, May 27.—The Herald's 


Moscow special says : Very few Amei- 
icans hare ventured to risit Moscow 
daring the fetes, being frightened at 
the prioe,of rooms and the imposibility 
of finding accommodation in the hotels. 
Mr. and Mra. John W. Maokay, who 
hare come from Paris for the fetas, 
occupy the first floor of the Hotel 
Desaaux, where to-night they gave a 
dinner to ths members of the United 
States Special Mission, which includes 
Minister Hunt from St. Petersburg, ac- 
companied by Mrs. and Miss Hunt and 
Thomas Hunt, Bear-Admiral Baldwin 
and wife, with Cuptaiu Gerhard, chief 
of staff; Lieutenant-Commander G. A. 
Oonrase, principal aide-de-camp; Lieut- 
enant A. G. Baal, flag-lieutenant; En- 
sign T. S. Bogsrs, and Mr. \V. D. Chan- 
dler, attached as prirate secretary. Mr. 
Maobay is attached to Minister Hunt's, 
suite. The Emperor and Empress re- 
ceived the special missions with the 
ladies accompanying them on Wednes- 
day, and both were especially gracious 
to the American representatives. The 
Empress seems to hnva won all hearts, 
but caused Chandler no little consterna- 
tion by asking him if he belonged to 
the navy and if he suffered seasickness 
coming across.

In a plant of this size 
five tons of lead bullion in oivcnlation is 
sufficient. 
As will be seen, the pro- 


cesses of returning the laud already 
charged to be enriched by a fresh sup- 
ply or ore, is novel and something alto- 
gether new in practical metallurgy and 
a great saying in both transportation 
aad refining.
